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— CONVERSATIONAL 
REPAIR OF HAVINGNESS

There is such a thing as a repair of havingness by conversation, 


The world's best auditors have been doing it for years. Briefly, 
the steps are these: 


a) In a session, when a repair of havingness is intended, the 
auditor originates souething to which, he is fairly certain, the 
preclear will answer “lio". ‘The origination can be either a question 
(the easiest), a stateuent, a conuent, a command, or even an act or 

an action. shen he receives the reply, the auditor acknowledges it, 


b) fter he has done, this a few times, say three or four, he 
then originates something that he is reasonably sure the preclear 
will reply "Yes" to... For this some form of the question "are you 
certain?" seems to work best. it Should be asked with the intention 
of getting the preclear to ascertain the correctness of his previous 
negative answers. re will reply "Yes, he is sure that he hasn't 
blown up any planets recently", and the auditor acknowledges that., 


You will actually witness the preclear experience an immediate and 
observable repair of havingnesse , in fact, he'll usually burst out 
into cheerfulness... Don't you be surprised at the speed with which 
‘this happens, wore often. than not, it will occur while the preclear 
is still delivering the answer to you. Acknowledge his “Yes™“ and 
then continue with the process of the session, That is ail there 
is to the technique. Got it? | | 


Lear in mind that this is a repair, not a remedy. Using it, you 
will produce some cheerfulness and I think that pe's can use Lt. 


he auditor will cognite at once that such a method would naturally 
have wide application because it could be used in sessions, in 
lectures, and in casual conversatians, indeed, use of this method 
is helpful in preventing tnat drop in havingness which frequently 
accompanies a.period of coimunication or conversation, or both. 
ideally, it’ should be done with ‘unobtrusive interest in the 
betterment of the pre~clear, audience, or companion in conversation 
as the situation may be. and, as i say, tue world" S best auditors 
have been doing it for years. N | 


On the wider scene, public speakers of all kinds have known for 
some time now that listeners have in general three types of answer: 
"Yoso~-type; SOE P Ss and non-commital type. instinctively, they 
have used this Xnowledj.e without being able themselves to formulate 
it for teachin, to others. ‘hey huve just done it, knowing that a 
public speaker must produce the efiect of increasing his listeners' 
havingness (in geome way or another) if he is to remain a public 
speakeregenecccceeoe Wath an audience,

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Demagogues arouse their listeners to a pitch of dull anger (some 
increase in havingness) by getting several NO-type anwers from 
them, then suddenly getting the YuS-type answer to some such dest 
ructive proposal as burning a library, destroying a (SENECA or 
liquidating a people. 


Demagogues employ these a to get a up to anger but they 
prevent them from reaching cheerfulness, 


inspiring speakers of good will may arouse their listeners to an 
indignation by getting several nO-type answers, but they discharg 
their responsibility to humanity through generation of cheerful- 
ness and enthusiasm as well as indignation, in getting the YES- 
type answer to some such constructive proposal as building a 
Church, establishing a library, or creating a new people. same 
method, but a better purposes 


Auditors can use repair of havingness by conversation to produce 
and maintain cheerfulness and good spirits in preclears. 


There are many things an auditor can do to repair a preclear's `- 
havingness. This method is an addition to that list, and is not 
a substitute nor replacement for anything you may already know. 


Here are two examples, employing questions: (originations may be 
serious or not, as the situation requires) 


Are you in trouble?ececeree-Okhe. IS this too tough for dia ee 
Ok. . 14m mot going too fast, am! L?e<'e+ svs0s0Ke-.. Sure, DOWI eOk 


are you. swimuing in the street?.....s;Okh, Are you strolling on 
the bottom of the ocean?,oseos»OK. Have you ever married a 
Horse" «sse sss UK» AYE you sure you never. married a horse?oe.OKe 


ask him a few questions that you feel pretty sure he will answer 
LO to, then one question you are fairly certain he will answer 
with a Ys, which ascertains the correctness of his negative 
answers, and the preclear will experience an observable repair of 
havingness. That's it. -- Repair of ‘lavingness by Conversation!!!

An additional note here is the datum that communication itself 
does not reduce havingness. it seems to be a universal associa=- 
tion with speech thru noise and explosions causing destruction. 
There is also the As-ising of bank mass, if one is to some extent 
aware of it in communicating thru or about it. As-ising, not 
comm, as-ises. alive, present time comm can increase havingness 
thru making or duplicating wockups,

The auđitor should himself'be in good shape’, He should have a 
high level of motion; he should have a high level of tolerance; 
he should have a high level of enjoyment, These manifestations 
can be. brought about either Penner deciding that this is the way 
to be, or through processing, 


The auditor should be able to audit. lis expectancy level on his 
preclears should be so great that,major improvement on cases entr- 
usted to his care come about within minutes of the start of any 
given session. sis results should be very noticeable to the pre” 
clear,, and to everyone in the preclear's environment. 


The auditor Should be able to communicate, He should be able to 
write, to lecture; to engage in conversations, to sell Scientology. 
Having or attaining these abilities, the auditor should use them 
overtly, constantly, and well. de should be able and willing to 

sell intensives on the street to strangers, 


OKAY! So that's anima of the high~flown talk, Let's get down to 
business == all right? Fine. wow--let's suppose that you are, say, 
an HCA just out, of training, and wanting to do a bang-up job of be- 
ing.an auditor,: Here's what you can do. Hirst, you talk to people, 
individually and collectively. ‘You don't give an HCA course to 
everyone you meet, you just find some simple thing in scientology 
that people can agree with, and you talk about it. You don't hold 
out vast promises that are above the acceptance level of our cyn- 
ical society, you just find some simple thing in Solentelosy that 
people can agree with, and you talk about it. 


ag doing this, you re-inforce their stable data, and make Scientol- 
ogy a certainty to them instead of.a mystery, Then they'll want 

to know more, instead of being’ confused,. here do you find these 
people? You find them in drug stores, buses, canneries, theatre 
lobbies, weat markets, the homes of your friends and relatives, 
etc, T there are lots of people. 


As soon as vdani kie, you get. a group of those people together. You 
say something like this "1'm having a bunch of people over this 
evening for some fun ọn a.new subject, You'll be there, of course!" 
You may have to do this several tiwes before you get thru the lag 
and get an agreement, but remember that you're an auditor. if done 
with good arc, this even works with strangers, 
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Do this with enough people to make a group of comfortable size, 
making the time of the meeting and the address very definite. OK? 
Now, you havé a groupe. again, give them something simple that 
they can agree with, such as a simple explaination of the tone 
scale and how they can use it in business and in dealing with peo- 
ple in general. Remember, keep it simple. Get them to originate 
communication about it. Give them lots of acknowledgement, Then 
own them, Get. their,names, addresses, phone numbers. Get their 
agreement to attend another meeting at the same time and place 
next week and bring a friend, Give them each one of the Associate 
uembership- Card~and-Buttons, Say to them, "These. ate your’ mem- 

_ berships in S,ientology. And by the way, they cost a-dollar," 
Expect those dollars, and you'll get them. Have plenty.of books 
displayed for sale, and sell them, Excellent introductory books 
are Ron's Fundamentals of Thought and Problems of work are. very 


excellent, as is also Jack: Horner's Summary of Scientology. Look 
at your audience ,. and sell the one tha will be BOE real to them. 
During your third meeting, propose that the group become an offic- 
ial group affiliated with the Founding Church of the Hasi. uxplain 
the advantages, such as discounts, etc, Try for Special member- 
‘ships, and sectlė for nothing less than General memberships.
